In accordance with established custom, we are presenting a 
summary of State assistance payments during 1950 to individuals 
applying from West Rutland. 

These payments are financed entirely from State and Federal 
sources except Aid to Dependent Children in which the Town or 
City participates to the extent of 1214 percent and committed 
children for whom the municipality reimburses the State for one- 
half the cost. The cost of all programs continues to reflect the 
economic consequences of the devaluation of the American Dollar. 

Approximately 80 percent of all welfare and assistance in Ver- 
mont is paid by the State. Vermont has proportionately fewer 
individuals receiving aid and smaller average payments than the 
National average. Ninety-six cents out of each public assistance 
dollar is paid to recipients and only four cents is used for admin- 
istration. No other State has a better record.

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WEST RUTLAND PLAYGROUND REPORT 

On June 21, the West Rutland Playground opened with 125 
children registering. The summer program included sports for 
girls and boys, arts and crafts, organized games, singing, dancing, 
simple dramatics and swimming. 

The baseball team was composed of boys under seventeen. 
Home and home games were played with Pittsford and various 
Rutland teams. The softball team included boys under twelve. 
They played two or three times a w r eek competing against Rut- 
land Playground teams of the same age. Volleyball and slugball 
were popular with the girls of all ages and games were played in 
Rutland. 

The playground also sponsored an adult softball league 
composed of eight teams. There were league games every night, 
drawing a large number of spectators. The regular playground 
softball equipment was used and volunteer umpires called the 
plays. League standings and batting averages were kept and the 
two top teams competed for honors in the State tournament. 

The arts and crafts program was continued this year with 
marble painting, jewelry-making, sponge rubber toys and poster 
painting the main projects. These crafts require inexpensive 
material and only simple tools such as scissors and brushes. Cut 
out and coloring books were also provided. 

Community singing and simple folk dancing was inaugurated 
this year proving very popular. The children sang the music 
needed for the dances and learned motions to go with familiar 
songs. Simple skits in which any number could participate were 
surprisingly popular. 

Trips were made three times a week to the Rutland Swim- 
ming Pool through the cooperation of Mr. Carey, Rutland Play- 
ground Director. This was once again one of the most popular 
events. Attendance at the pool averaged sixty-five children a 
session, the school bus providing transportation. 

The special event program w T as enlarged to include twelve 
main activities and many other daily surprises. One of the most 
popular was the ‘HOBO HIKE’ and picnic. The patched and 
ragged ‘HOBOES’ paraded through the streets to the picnic 
grounds, carrying lunches on sticks. 


A Bicycle parade, bike hike for older boys, doll show and 
picnics were also held. Through the cooperation of the manage- 
ment of the local theatre, a full-length movie was shown at the 
end of the summer. 

To acquaint the towns people with the workings of a play- 
ground a Community Night was held. This program included 
most of the daily playground activities. 

A few games and several large rubber balls were added to the 
equipment, while baseballs and softballs were replaced.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 
Year Ending December 31, 1950 

There were 518 pupils registered in September 1950. These 
pupils were examined twice during the school year with special 
emphasis on correction of defects found, such as teeth, eyes, ears, 
nutrition, posture, tonsils and cleanliness. A notice is sent to 
each home of corrections to be made. Health clinics during the 
year were conducted by Dr. Frank Smolinski and Dr. Wm. 
Montgomery. 

Forty pupils were vaccinated against Small Pox, 32 were 
immunized against Dyptheria, Tetanus and Whooping Cough. 

In November 1950 a Diabetic Clinic for all pupils of West 
Rutland was conducted by Dr. Smolinski, assisted by Mrs. 
James Bell, R. N. and Miss Dwyer, R. N. School Nurse. Three 
hundred and eighty were examined— no positive cases found. 

Dr. Wysolmerski of Rutland conducted a Dental Clinic from 
January until June, donating one-half day each week. Thirty 
pupils took advantage of this clinic which is self-supporting. 
Ninety home calls were made during the year.
